They know the little king is 
doomed. One day, perhaps soon, 
they will be called upon to fly the 
last of the Hashimite dynasty out 
of Jordan, along with his retinue. 
They will take him to England, or 
to some island where, in bitter- 
ness and exile, he can live out 
what time destiny allots him. 

He is a figure of futility. So is 
his small country. It is indefen- 
sible and illogical. It now is iso- 
lated. It has no seaport. Israel is 
to the east. Southward and west- 
ward stretch the desert sands of 
Saudi Arabia. Northward is Syria, 
a part of Nasser’s United Arab 
Republic. It is inhabited by many 
men thirsty for Hashimite blood 
to offer as sacrifice on Nasser’s 
altar. 


Days Numbered 

The kingdom has no resources. 
It is sterile, futile, hopeless. Its 
days are numbered. When its 
young king is gone, it will soon 
disappear. It may go back under 
Iraq, its territory being adjacent. 

But, let us look again at King 
Hussein. 

The fal] of the Hussein line has 
been swift and terrible, remind- 
ing one of a quote from Rich- 
ard Ill. 

“Let us sit upon the ground

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A House in Order 
Would Help a Lot 


Gov. Griffin's fuss about a misplaced 
credit line on an editorial reprinted from 
another vaper in The Constitution on July 
9 was indeed an example of grabbing at 
straws. 

’ It does remind us though that The 
Constitution itself was quite charitable to 
the governor and to Roger Lawson on his 
appointment to be the governor's “special 
investigator.” 

In fact, the editorial was one of sev- 
eral reprinted from leading Georgia 
newspapers criticizing the appointment. 
Our own attitude was one of skepticism 
and sympathy for Mr. Lawson for again 
allowing himself to be used by the ad- 
ministration at the risk of his own polit- 
ical future. 

Results of Mr. Lawson's investigations 
to date do indicate our charity was mis- 
placed and that the attitude of others was 
more nearly in line. 

Thus far Mr. Lawson's public accom- 
plishments mainly have consisted of 
whitewashing paving irregularities at 
Warner Robins involving thousands of 
dollars as “an honest mistake” and an 
attempt to clear a stink out of the Geor- 
gia Education Commission office through 
an affidavit which employes refused to 
sign. . 

In view of these, the attitude of the 
LaGrange Daily News at the time of the 
appointment seems more apt, to wit: 

‘Roger Lawson says his investigation will 
not be the common type. Public hearings 
will determine a course of action, says the 
former State Highway Board chairman. 

Lawson needed no such gimmick to dis- 

tinguish the investigation launched by Gev. 

Marvin Griffin: it's unique already. Unique 

and ridiculous.” 

Said the Macon News: “Mr. Lawson 
promises to start in and ferret out wrong- 
doing if such is discovered, no matter who 
gets hurt in the process. This is a healthy 
attitude, but Mr. Lawson, because of his 
close personal friendship with the man 
who heads the administration he is in- 
vestigating, starts out with two strikes 
against him.” 

And. of course, the more direct ap- 
proach from the Rome News-Tribune: 
“Gov. Griffin's so-called ‘executive in- 
vestigation’ of state governmental affairs 
strikes one as somehow farcical.” 

There were others in similar vein. 

Meanwhile, those responsible for ir- 
regularities in the highway department go 
unpunished; scandals uncovered in the 
revenue department have resulted in no 
prosecutions; lax purchasing methods 
have not been checked and political ac- 
tivities by state employes reminiscent of 
those in the Georgia Education Commis- 
mission go unabated. 

As has the Marietta Journal, we have 
given the administration credit for its 
accomplishments in education, public 
health and promotion of industrial ex- 
pansion. 

But these laxities in handling the peo- 
ple’s funds and the evidences of extrava- 
gance, waste and corruption cannot and 
will not be overlooked—efforts of Mr. 
Lawson notwithstanding. If the adminis~ 
thation wants favorable comment, let it 
take determined action to put its house 
in order.

City Crime Commission 
Is Practical Suggestion 


As overburdened as the city some- 
times seems to be with study groups for 
this and that, the proposal that a citizens 
crime commission be set up to study the 
problem here deserves more than ordi- 
nary attention. The Board of Aldermen 
has nothing to lose in authorizing such 
a@ study. 

The integrity and effectiveness of the 
Atlanta Police Dept. are not the points at 
issue. A nonpolitical analysis of crime and 
its causes and effective measures to com- 
bat them on a community-wide basis at 
least would focus attention on a civic 
problem which always is with us—a prob- 
lem which is increasing, as Chief Jenkins 
himself has pointed out. 

Mayor Hartsfield’s expressed fear that 
such a commission might be used to “dis- 
credit the police or city officials” seems 
unwarranted. Even though comparisons 
by cities are meaningless, as FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover has reminded Time Mag- 
azine, Atlanta’s crime rate is a concern of 
everyone. 

While figures showing the cost of 
crime are difficult to arrive at, preven- 
tive measures at public expense are less 
expensive than the toll exacted by petty 
and major criminals. 

The idea is not to discredit anybody 
but to try to reach some honest cor- 
clusions about checking crime through 
getting at the source and adopting prover 
countermeasures. We should think Chief 
Jenkins, the mayor and our courts would 
welcome all the help they can get of a 
practical and workable nature.

' “He told me that I was a much better boxer than a catcher 
and wanted to know how many pro fights I had had. Of course, 
I hadn’t even had any amateur fights. But he insisted that I box 
on some camp cards. He was the first fellow to tell me that I had 
a future in the ring. 

“At the time, I still planned to play baseball,”’ Marciano 
continued. “But I agreed to fight some service matches, and I 
knocked cut a few guys. 

“Well, I got out of the service and went back to Brockton. I 
forgot about boxing and decided to look around for a baseball job.

“Never will forget the tryout I had with the Cubs at Fayette- 
ville, N.C. Friends in our neighborhood gave me some luggage, 
and I headed for Fayetteville and the big leagues. 

“I was a good hitter,”” said the man who later became one of 
the best hitters in ring history, ‘‘and I attracted some attention 
with several long drives. 

“Then, we switched to infield practice. When I threw to first 
the ball bounced once. When I threw to second, it bounced twice. 
That's the way it went. 

“After the workout, they told me that I couldn’t play pro 
ball even if I hit .600. They said they’d never seen a catcher 
with a weaker arm. , 

“I did have a bad arm. I'll always believe I ruined my arm 
pitching in an Army game. Anyway, I struck out at Fayetteville, 
and I was ashamed to go back to Brockton. It may sound corny, 


but those folks were banking on me making good as a ball player. 


And I'd disappointed everyone. 

“I sneaked into town and called Al Colombo, who was always 
my best pal. He told me not to worry about it. Since I couldn't 
play baseball, he suggested that I try boxing. He remembered 
that I'd done all right in the service bouts. 

“So he filled out an entry blank, and I entered the Golden 
Gloves. Eventually got to New York, and I thought I was on my 
way. Then I lost to Coley Wallace. Remember him? He’s the guy 
who played Joe Louis in the movies. I lost the decision by one 
peint, the only fight I ever lost. 

‘That made twice they’d given me a big sendoff in the 
neighborhood, and I struck out both times. I kept on fight- 
ing in the amateurs. Then they offered me $100 for a pro fight. 
That was $100 more than I’d been making. 

“That's when Al Weill entered the picture,”” Rocky said, paus- 
ing to sip coffee. ‘‘I never liked the guy personally, but he did all 
right by me ange ong ng Weill is an inhuman guy, and I never 
did get to know him, but he knows boxing. 


Even a Million Couldn’t Unretire Him 


“Getting hooked up with Weill was a coincidence. When I 
fought in the amateur matches in Boston, a fellow named Eddie 
Borden saw me. He thought I had potential. He came around to see 
me; but I’d hurt my hand, and Colombo told him to see us later. 
That injured hand knocked me out of a shot at the Olympic title. 

“Colombo later saw Borden in Boston, and he listed four man- 
agers. He put Weill at the top of the list and said to get in touch 


with him. He said Weill could do more for me. So I got in touch. 


with Weill. 

“He brought me along slowly, but it worked out for the best. 
I remember when Joe Louis came to Providence. They offered me 
$1,200 to fight him. That’s when Louis was fighting every month. 
Well, that was all the money in the world to me. So I was all for 
the fight. Weill said no, so I didn’t fight him until much later. 

“My mother came down to see Louis fight the exhibition 
against another fellow. It was the first fight she’d ever seen. 
Louis really worked the guy over, and my mother wanted me 
te promise her that I'd never fight Louis.” 

Marciano, of course, fought Louis and every available foe, and 
he ‘never lost a professional fight. He’ll never lose one, for Rocky 
proved last December that his retirement was permanent.

The bidding: 


Pass 
Opening lead: 
Where the bidding is weak, the 
play must be strong, it seems to 
me, if a player is to survive this 
era of heavy taxes. Well, the 
South of today’s hand means to 
survive. : 

Let us examine the bidding for 

a moment. North’s opening of one 
club is not the accepted practice, 
which calls for a bid of one no 
trump on this balanced hand of 
17 high card points. 
-South’s response of one dia- 
mond and the rebid of one heart 
are routine. South then elected to 
jump to two no trump. North, 
feeling that he had considerably 
more than he had previously 
shown by his two bids at the level 
of one, called four no trump. The 
student will observe that this is 
not intended as a Blackwood bid. 
It is merely a raise of the no 
trump. South may take it or leave 
it. South preferred to take it. A 
very doubtful choice. 


The heart 10 was. opened and 
taken by the king. Only 10 tricks 
are in immediate view. An addi- 
tional spade trick may be there if 
West has both honors or a double- 
ton with one honor. The low spade 
to dummy’s 10 went to East’s 
queen and a heart was returned. 
When the ace of spades dropped 
the king, declarer had 11 tricks in 
high cards and a_ three-suit 
squeeze was indicated.

F. P. writes: Does taking large 
doses of vitamin D cause kidney 
stones? 

REPLY: Large doses of vitamin 
D increase the amount of calcium 
in the blood and the excess is ex- 
creted by the kidneys. Should the 
urine become concentrated, cal- 
cium crystals may stick together 
and form stones. 

Mrs. R. writes: I feed raisins to 
my 20-month-old child occasional- 
ly and note they are not digested. 
Am I harming him? 

REPLY: No, but since the rai- 
sins are not digested they are do- 
ing him no good. Why not forget 
them until he can chew, or elise 
cook and puree them. 

Mrs. M. writes: My 5-year-old 
son has started blinking his eyes. 
Should we ignore it or take him 
to an eye doctor? 

This habit usually is a passing 
phase in preschoolers but eye ex- 
amination will be needed if it per- 
sists for months. 

R. W. writes: Does diabetes 
cause neuritis? ie 
REPLY: Yes. Diabetic neuritis 
is fairly common. Vitamin B is a 
popular remedy, together with op- 
timal control of the disease.

The current color photo contest In the Sunday magazine has 
me dreaming again. Not that they would let me win it, of course, 
but it would be enough for me if I could just take the kind of pic- 
ture that was good enough to consider entering in a contest—e 
picture that was, let us say, in focus. 


Being Muv’s daughter, I was reared on the somewhat ques- 
tionable theory that you can do anything you want to do. it 
took me years of bruising my shins and bloodying my head on 
obstacles to even suspect that Muv might be wrong. In the 
meanwhile, I had learned to do quite a few things I might not 
have tackled if I hadn’t been reared to think not trying was rank 
cowardice. 


But one of the things I have tried again and again with a 
notable lack of success is picture making. I didn’t aspire to be 
a professional photographer. All I ever wanted was to take pic- 
tures of the children that faintly resembled them so I could be like 
the other mothers and pull them out of my purse and show them 
off once in a while. But this joy has been denied me. 


_.. When I photograph a child I either get a grand clear picture 
of my neighbor’s garage or a dark gray blob. I. have pictures 
of my mountain cabin with leering, ghostly faces where the 
porch should be and a strange portrait of my dog Abel with bushes 
growing out of his head. 


Since I know a number of photographers who don't try half 
as hard as I do and still come up with pictures that are mar- 
vels of composition and clarity I can’t imagine what’s wrong. I 
sometimes suspect that I must have inherited my talent for 
eccentric art from Muv. 


When I was a child Muv had a Brownie and about once or twice. 
a year she would shoot up a lot of film to show her relatives in 
Florida what a bonny child I was. Instead of recording memorable 
events when they occurred she would wait until she felt inspired 
and then have me re-enact them. There was the time I played 
the fairy queen in the third grade’s Christmas play. I wore 
a white crepe paper dress, a silver crown with a star on it, shoes 
painted with silver paint and I brandished a silver wand which Muv 
made out of the roler from an old window shade. The night of the 
performance Muv heated the curling tongs on a kerosene lamp and 
turned my lank red hair into a mass of lovely, springy, slightly 
scorched curls. My impression and, I’m sure, Muv’s impression 
was that I was a thing of beauty. 


Alas, when Muv got around to recording the occasion on film 
when the Dorothy Perkins roses were blooming in the spring I had 
grown another foot, my knees were scratched and scarred from 
playing baseball at school and ,she didn’t remember or either 
didn’t want to bother with the curling iron. At the last minute 
she realized my knees would photograph scabby so she sent me 
in the house to put on a pair of her white stockings beneath my 
fairy pink socks. The photograph shows a sad apparition with lank 
and drooping hair and lank and drooping knees, dolefully brandish- 
ing a window shade roller wand before a trellis full of Doro- 
thy Perkins roses. The aunts in Florida took one look and had 
hysterics. 


Another time Muv wanted to photograph me diving but it was 
either the dead of winter or too much trouble to go down to the 
millpond so she stuck a board in a crack in the chicken house 
and posed me there. I kad outgrown my bathing suit so she had 
me put on hers—a black cotton, skirted number which was so 
big and saggy she had te bunch up the excess material with safety 
pins in the back. 


The effect, she promised me, would be very dashing. It was. 
The picture records me, arms outstretched in an Eleanor Holm 
type diving pose, smiling athletically, while chickens walk around 
in the weeds under the board and a hound dog scratches fleas 


‘ by the garden gate. 


I can never say Muv, for all her you-can-do-it philosophy, gave 
Margaret Bourke-White much competition. But I will say this 
for her, her pictures were clear. Too clear.
